The Bible alone, of all religious 
books, tenches that a dead man is dead, 
aud knows nothing, and that bls only 
hope is in the Divine arrangement 
through Christ, by a resurrection of the { 
d cid —“both of the Just and of the un- 
ju*L’’—A a s xxiv, IO. 
MNo Man Hath Ascended to Heaven." 
Here note our te x t 
Id it the Master 
says not a word about our going to 
Him at death, but quite to the contrary 
—that He would come again and re­ 
ceive us unto Him self. And are w e not 
told that this will be an instantaneous 
change? Is it not styled an awakening' 
from the sleep of death? 
But, says one, does not the second 
coming of Christ take place whenever 
H is holy ones die? 
Does H e not Im­ 
mediately come to receive them unto 
H imself? 
Surely only a very lame theory could 
seek to twister itself up by such a per­ 
version of the Scriptures. 
If Christ 
were to come every tim e one o f H is 
saintly ones die, would it not mean 
many comings instead of merely a second 
coming? And even lf H is faithful were 
very few Indeed, would it not seem 
that this would keep the Redeemer 
busy coming and departing every few 
minutes? 
Hearken again to Jesus’ words, “No 
man hath ascended up to heaven.” 
(John Iii, 13.) 
Only the Son of Man 
had ever been In heaven. He has ai 
cended up wbero Ile was before, with 
additional glory and honor. 
The Case of the Dying Thief. 
But. says some one, did not the dying 
thief go w ith Jesus to Paradise the 
very day In which they both died! 
No, we have made a stupid blunder 
and misinterpretation of our Redeem ­ 
er's dying words to the thief. 
The 
wrong thought being in our minds we 
misinterpreted In harmony theiew itb. 
And our interpretation has done nu 
im m ense amount of-barm. Thousands 
of people have been encouraged to 
continuo a life of sin, trusting that 
with their dying breath they may bavo 
the opportunity of saying, “God be 
merciful to me,” and then be im m edi­ 
ately ushered into glory, honor and im ­ 
mortality. 
Let us see what Jesus really said. 
Note the circumstances. 
Jesus bung 
between tw o thieves; one of better 
heart than the other honestly admitted 
his own guilt and that of his comrado. 
We paraphrase His words, “Lord, I 
have defended you against an unjust 
attack. 
Remember this poor thief lf 
you ever have an opportunity to do a 
kindness to me in return. I heard you 
before Pilate say that you have a 
Kingdom, hut not of this Ago; tome 
heavenly Kingdom I therefore pre­ 
sume. 
My request is, ’Remember me 
when Thou coolest Into Thy King­ 
dom.’ ” 
To this Jesus replied, “Verily, verily 
(or, so ta it, so bo it, as you have asked) 
—Verily I say unto thee this day’’—this 
dark day, in which it would appear 
that I hare not a friend in Heaven or 
on earth—this dark day In which I am 
crudded as a malefactor, a falsifier 
and a blasphemer—“I say unto thee 
this day, Thou shalt ba with Ila in 
Paradise.”

Lodge w ye the Senate will pass the 
amendment of the House provision In 
the Panama Canal measure

tion on Joint rail an Aunters tate traf­ 
fic. 
This drastic provision will prevent, 
agreements and traffic schemes. 
The situation 1b similar to the rail­ 
road rate law which 
prohibits 
the 
railroad companies from owning coal 
mines. 
All lines of American registry, re­ 
gardless of ownership, will have the 
right to operate to and from Oriental 
and European countries 
and do

coastwise trade. 
’ Under this section of the act some 
members see a chance for violations. 
The section, which may not pass, 
amends the interstate Commerce act 
of 1887, giving the 
commission the 
power to establish
